Owing to publicity from the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota regarding a 
new strain of wheat that is resistant 
to leaf rust, there has been a great 
demand for further information. 

Actually, there are several strains, 
(he best of which has yet to be 
selected. They have been developed 
by successive “back - crosses” of 
Thatcher x Hope hydrids to That¬ 
cher. The aim was to transfer the 
leaf rust of Hope to Thatcher, and 
we have every reason to believe I bat 
the efforts of the Minnesota plant 
breeders have met with a large 
measure of success. They are about 
to begin increasing one of the new 
back-crossed strains. : 

The strain which will probably be 
increased has not been tested in 
Canada, but two others of this group 
were in variety tests in Western 
Canada in 10-12. They gave higher 
yields than Thatcher in districts 
where leaf rust was abundant; but, 
in the absence of this disease they 
yielded somewhat less than Thatcher. 
Under leaf ru,-t conditions, they 
yielded no better than did Regent 
and some new selection* from crosses 
between Regent and Thatcher bred 
at the Dominion Rust Research 
Laboratory, and now under test. * 

Peed of the new Minnesota strains 
will not be available fur at least one, 
amt probably two years. Iu areas 
. object to leaf rust damage, farmers 
should grow Renown, or Regent, and 
make sure they rise seed derived 
from registered strains. Both Re¬ 
nown und Regent have been greatly 
improved by selection since first 
distributed. Every farmer growing 
ihc-e varieties would do well to get 
il .hut with registered stock.—Con¬ 
tributed by Dr. C. If. Goulden, 
Hcitiof Agricultural Scientist, Domin¬ 
ion Rust Research Laboratory. '

With granaries bulging anil re- 
olricted deliveries, the demand for 
new seed of cereal crops may be 
reduced this year. Aotually, how¬ 
ever, the use of pure, disease-free 
•eed of the right variety is just as 
important as it ever was. Each 
year, many farmers suffer losses 
through growing the wrong variety 
and using seed containing harmful 
mixtures. 

At this time of year, two ques¬ 
tions are asked by hundreds of 
farmers. They are: 

1. What varieties will give best 
results in my district? 

2 Where can I get seed? 

Line elevator companies associ¬ 
ated with this Department are in 
u position to provide answers to 
both these questions. Sometimes, 
we have to report "no seed avail¬ 
able,” but that can’t be helped. All 
our elevator agents are pruvided 
with copies of official cereal variety 
recommendations for tire use of 
their customer?. In order to en¬ 
courage tho production of good 
sued and to aid in its distribution 
to farmers, our companies tako an 
active part in the work of provincial 
Crop Improvement Associations, 
Oar grain buyers are official dis¬ 
tributors of seed for the Associations 
in each province. 

13y consulting any one of our 
elevator agent.:, or agents of other 
concern'; connected with Crop Im¬ 
provement Associations, a farmer can 
get correct information on recom¬ 
mended varieties, and on sources of 
seed. The seed is delivered at cost; 
that is, t he seed growers’ price plus 
freight. The service is provided by 
elevator companies nnl provincial 
Departments of Agriculture ut their 
own expense.
